El Al thwarts 
terrorists bid - 


in Athens 


ATHENS, — A young ex-Palestinian ; 


terrorist left Athens for Kuwait last 
night on a safe conduct fght after 
a thwarted lone raid on the El Al 
airline office and tense ἐξ 


* for the lives of 17 hostages. 


The Greek Government bowed to 
his safe conduct demand after he 
had threatened to Kill 17 hostages 
he held for more than four hours 
in a central hotel. 

The terrorist, who vefused to be 
identified, freed the captives but in- 
Sisted that two Arab diplomats and 
the chief of police accompany him 
to the airport, where he flew out on 
a Kuwait Airways plane. 

The terrorist was escorted to the 
alrport Gy the Athens police chief, 
the Iraqi Ambassador and the Egyp- 
tan Charge d’Affaires. 

A police spokeaman sald: “He 
insisted on carrying his arma until 
he boarded the plane.” Another re- 
port claimed that the Kuwaiti pilot 
refused to let him borrd the plane 
if he was armed. 

The terrorist, who had described 
himself as a victim of a “Zionist 
occupation organization,” admitted 
during the day-long drama that he 
hed come to Athens to destroy the 
Israel airline office, police said. They 
said the attack failed when his 
approach was seen by security men 
inside, who pressed a button locking 
the bulletproof gless fnner door. 


The Arab, armed with a Chinese- 


made Kalachnikov automatic rifle, | 


two hand grenades and two re- 
volvera, tried to force the door but 
was chased away by civilians and 
sought refuge in the nearby luxury 
Amalia Hotel. He fired a burst 
from his rifle, splattering the walla 
of the hotel lobby, but hit no one. 

The terrorist seized 20 hostages 
in the main lobby — several of them 
American tourists — but later re- 
Teazed three. 

Barricading himself under a stair- 
case with his captives, and priming 
the hand grenade, he threatened to 
kill them one by one unless he waa 
‘Etanted safe passage out of the 
country. 

“I am not afraid to die” the 
terrorist told AP correspondent 
Philip Dopoulos. ‘I have no desire 
to lve. After I shoot these people, 
{ will pull the pin out of my hand 
grenade and kill myself and every- 
one else around.” 

He negotiated for three hours 
with the Libyan ambassador and the 
Traqi and Rgyptian diplomats before 
the Government agreed to his free 
ai from Greece. 

The only casualty was Super- 
intendent A. Dodos, Chief of Athen's 
Allens Police, who shot himself in 
the leg when pocketing his revolver. 
He had entered the lobby to offer 
the terrorist safe conduct and been 
told to drop the gun.

Al office, which is located on Con- 
stitution Square sear the Pastia- 
ment bullding.

NEW DELHL — The U.S.S.R. be- 
came the first country to recognize 
the new Republican Government in 
Afghanistan, Radio Kabul announced 
yesterday.

LONDON (UPI). — The U.S. dollar 
regained a bit of its lost value In 
world money markets yesterday but 
experts said it was still far from 
a healthy currency. 

The dollar opened the day with 
more of the same, a further slide 
in the uninterrupted tumble which 
has gone on for months. But about 
midday the tide began to turn. and 
by the closing of European markets 
the American currency had marked 
up substantial gains. 

Dealers said the markets were 
less affected by President Nixon's 
Phase IV economic plans and the 
American announcement it had been 
intervening in free money markets 
since July 10, than by a whole 
series of other financial measures.

Bank bought $10.3m. on the 
free market today to support the 
dollar's price, bringing to $18.3m. 
the amount it has bought in a week. 
@ The Bank of England ordered 

British banks to move one per 
cent of their deposits Into holding 
accounts with it. This withdrew 
about £260m. from the amount Bri- 


fish banks have to lend their cus- 
tomers. 
® Spain lowered the point at which 
it will step in to prop up the 
dollar to 56.73 pesetas, though the 
official exchange rate remained 58.02 
pesetas to the dollar. ᾿ 
e Several big American banks 
raised their prime interest rate, 
that charged to top-rated borrowers. 

Higher Americap 
interest rates tend to keep dollars 
at home rather than seeking higher 
returns abroad.

Dead Sea Bromine 
to pay 20% 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BEERSHEBA. — The Dead Sea 
Bromine Company, a subsidiary of 
the Dead Sea Works, will recom- 
mend to its general shareholders’ 
Meeting next month that the firm 
pay a 20 per cent dividend for the 
budgetary year 1972-73, the com- 
Pany spokesman announced here 
yesterday. 

Sales of bromine and bromide ‘ex- 
tracted from the Dead Sea totalled 
IL27m. last year, as compared with 
TL23m. the previous year, leaving a 
net profit of IL4.25m. after taxes 
and franchise fees. 


The firm's sister company, 
Brome Compounds Ltd. totalled 
1L20,150,000 in sales, as against 


1L15,850,000 in 1971-72, the spokes- 
man said. Its net profit this year 
came to 11810,000, 50 per cent 
higher than the previous year's. 
The new plant in Sdom now pro- 
duces 20,000 tons of bromine per 
year, double the previous capacity, 
the spokesman said. With an addi- 
tional investment of IL8m., produc- 
tlon is expected to reach 30,000 tons 
by the end of 1974. The two firms, 
together with a third subsidiary in 
Holland — EBromchemi — will in- 
vest some I1L.100m. in the next four 
years to reach a total export goal 
of $20m. 


Zaire buys Israel 
poultry equipment

He quoted an official study that 
isracH seamen’s are now 
among the highest in the world, and 
added that the recent 40 per cent 
wage rise ‘had severely reduced the 
shippers’ profit margin — _ Zim’s 
profits alome had dropped 75 per 
cent due to pay raises and the 
ports situation. “Our costs are at 
Israel rates, but our income is at 
the world rate,” he noted 

Stressing that even if the officers 
claims were justified, the companies 
could pay no more now, Mr. Tsur 
said the officers could afford to 
wait. He quoted their pay rates, 
which range up to IL9,100 per month, 
and added that their reduced in- 
come tax amounted to no more than 
30° per cent. The chairman con- 
cluded that a situation had devel- 
oped where the employees benefit 
more than the investors, which was 
absurd. 

Mr. Tsur maintained that this 
confrontation would ‘harm the Mer- 
chant Navy and the country’s fuel 
supply and it would cause serious 
damage to the Sinai oltfeld. “Let 
the union strike the whole mer- 
chant marine fleet, but not the 
tankers, which assure the country’s 
Iffeline," be said. :

The 
Union had filed notice of a labour 
dispute which entitles them to start 
strike action from next Sunday, he 
noted. 

“The seamen’'s wages are re- 
latively higher than the Israel 
average, but the company’s profits 
are lower" Mr. Tsur said. He added 
that it was now more profitable to 
sell ships then pay exaggerated 
wages. 

The Officer's Union is continuing 
to hold back the Zim roll-on roli- 
off freighter M.S Iris in Ashdod 
in support of its demand for extra 
wages for the crew. 

Its leaders met Mr. Tsur at noon 
yesterday, but rejected his proposal 
for a study of specific claims which 
could be met without entailing a 
general wage rise.
